Thus thou ſetꝰſt I have got a God, Ithank God, and would 
dot for all the world be without him, as once I was,.wherefore

from a miſtake ;1 am ſure there was never any evil yet commit- 
ted, but the ground of it was a miſtake ; was there ever any 
wilful fioner, but firſt ſinned unawares; no certainly, miſtake 
ſpoils all, bad not the Jewes been miſtaken; whey would never 
have crucified the Lord of Glory. 

But methinks I ſee thee very inquifitive and netled in thy 
mind, muſing in thy ſelfe to know what manner of God this 
conceited fellow has got, wiſhing that thou wighteſt ſee him, to

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" take beed to thy ſelfe, if thou be hose as yet, bor tba ehuleft 
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Otders ſaid, no, this was falſe, as all the reſt, but indeed there 
wn God, but he had no ſuch knowledge, nor made be any 
ſuch decrees, but left men to the liberty of their natures, to do 
at they ht themſelves, onely taking account of their act ions, 
bec-uſe be intended to bring them to judgement after death, 
rnd to give proportionable rewards to every man according as 
his works ſhould be. | 

Thus I was at my wits end amongſt them,my God knows,and 
what to thnk I knew not, till I bethought my ſelfe of this new 
trick, v ic. making my ſelfe a God. 

Pray tell us how you did chat, what, let us know ſomething, 
it may be we may like and follow your example; that which is 
good for one man, may be good for another, if it be divine good 
it miſt be ſo. I doubt thou wilt not ſor feat leaſt thou ſhouldſt 
be mad as I am, who away with this, you are not mad, beſides if 
you are, we are not to be ſure, neither do we fear that any thing 
that you can ſay, will put us out of our wits : Saiſt thou ſo my 
heart, then harke hither, for in truth I am not afraid to tell thee, 
nor aſbamed neither, 

Thus I did it, 1 ſaid to my ſelfe, ſurely there is a God, or elſe 
Iam God without any more ado ; but 1 am not God, therefore, 
thus I conclude a God, will that pleaſe thee ? 

I but what manner of God was that that you imagined, of 
which you talk ſo much of, how did you do that ? 

Firft, I imagined or conceited a perſon in my mind, and be- 
cauſe I knew none that my fancy loved above a rare beauteous 
comely woman, I thought on her, and what a pleaſure and de- 
ligheful bappineſs it would be to ha ve affection and ſtrength to 
injoy ſo ſweet an object, as I liſt my ſelfe to all eternity; but

thoſe rare excellent qualities I delighted ia did exſiſt then I lookt 
again among all the excellent men that I knew, to ſee whoſe 
virtues 1 loved moſt, and truly Ifaw that they were all 
im perfect, as there was one excellent quality, ſo there was a mix- 
ture of badneſs in the beſt, ſo that in brief, I could chuſe none of 
them for my example, to find out a God to pleaſe me. 

I alſo caſt my eye inward, and looked on my own excellence, 
thinking to make that my God, for reaſon told me, that it was 
better to do ſo, then to dote upon the excellence of others z be- 
fides, I had this advantage by it, I ſhould have a God at bome, 
and need not to go out to look any as I had done. 

But in this ſerious view, believe me, I ſaw my ſelfe to be yyorſc 
then the Devi by hovy much I had belied him to excuſe my own - 
falſe hefrt, and am ſtill poſſeſſed vvith this defice, rather that my 
God vvould give me into his povver then to my ovvn, ſo farre 
am I from makirg that my God. | 

Yer let me tell thee, that I have many rare excellent natura 
parts that if they were polliſhed with the art of Learning, they 
would ſhine luſtrious in the eye of the world. 

For I ama min of a come'y countenance, ſomewhat baſhful, 
naturally of a modeſt behaviour, ruddy ( heels, and ruby lips, as 
they have been often cal:ed by my Goddeſles. | 

And vvh»e though I am poor, yet do 7vvant no change of 
Garments, ſor / have tour Suits of the beſt faſhiog, made as nigh 
as ] c0u'd after the example of thoſe four beafls John ſheyved 
me. I. Or th t which I moſt eſteem, is of Cloath of Gold. 
2.-Cloath of Si ver. 3. Fiuſh, or black Velvet. The fourth is 
ſomewhat like whirc Sattin ot Holland, but it · is all beſmeared 
with meuſtruous, ſo that if any any one fee me in this, he will be 
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areto keck at me, though God help bim, he hath no other 

oaches to wear. X 
Thus with the uſe of theſe Suits, I can meramorphiſe my ſelf 
into almoſt what ſhape 7 pleaſe : beſides, I have ſo much natu- 
rall art in Rhetorick, that 7 can place my vvords as I lift my 
felfe, and can delude and intice the opinion of the vulgar to 
what pl:aſe ; which thing I have much experience, rot that 
ever I deceived any, let all the Devils in Hell prove this if they 
can againſt me; but I did it to ſhew them their weakneſs, 
how apt they were to be deceived, and what need they had to 
watch and beware of men, and to let no man deceive them;

from foe. 


Ith that he ſavghed exceedingly, and faid, ha, ha, ha; 

have 7 brought ycu to nothing now; I ſee that you ſee 
your labour is in vain, none of the Gods of all the N. tions wil 
pleaſe you, and ste you pet in the ſame minde you were in; 
would you now have a God; à God, yes, or elſe / am undone 
for evermore; then he ſaid, will you take one of wy chuſingʒ J, 
with all my heart: then; ſaid he, you muſt follow my direction, 
do as IJ did you, 7 ſaid I would, and thank him roo. 

Then ſaid he, come hither you doting fool, has God been 
with you all this while, and yet have you not ſeen nor knowh 
him. | 

But 7denyed ſtifly that ever 7 bad ſeen him, ard told him he 
would perſwade me out of my wits as others had done. | 

But he bid me read over my bock of Nature, and turned me 
to this le ſſon, bidding me view the d fficulty and forrows 7 had 
gone through, askirg me by what hand, and in what manner 7 
wes delivered; and before 7 had read this lefſon, I had more 
then a hundred witneſſes, accurring 10 my memory, all alledp- 
ing and cl: atly proving a divine power above my ſelſe without 
me, «xerciſed within me, ſo that / was convinced to the full, of 
theſe two moſt n ble attr butes, viz.

ſach a fool to be deluded in this minner, what was goodneſs, 
wiſdome, or power, riches, beauty, or ſtrength, or any thing 
elſe to me, if it were not perfi; & permanent, what would ail this 
avail me, ſince I might loſe it in a moment, or injoying of it, 
have more trouble and diſquiet then conzent and peace ? bid 
him hold his tongue without he could talk wiſer, I had heard ſuch 
ſtories to much already, N 

Twas eaſie to fain a Paradiſe, as Ces de Iſont ibus did to 
eſtabliſh his Government, and to keep his ſubjeRs in awe, who 
finding a convenient place in a pleaſant valley, where he made a 
delicious Garden, fall of odoriferous flowers and rare fruits ; al- 
ſo a Palace of all worldiy contentments that could be deviſed 
wich Muſick, wherein were many rare Pictures, and variety of 
& * dainty meats ; hen he had thus done, took a young. man and 
gave him a ſlzeping potion , which ſo benammed his fences, 
that he perceived nothiag when he was carried thi her, who 
when he awaked, finding himſelfe in this fair Garden, and en- 
tering into the Palace, and eating the meats, and injoying all 
the pleaſuce chat a ſeaſual heart can deſire, might think he had 
been in heaven, and go up and down afterwards, telling the peo- 
ple that he was io Paradiſe, and what rare chings he had ſeen; 
but he would not have deceived me, for I have ſeen better things

Still Reaſon laughed at me, and faid, itſhould ſeem you are ſo 
cunning, that none can deceive you; I pray how came you by 
all this underſtanding. ; there he pinched me, and I could ſay no- 
thing but mum: he asked me why 1 did not ſpeakʒ but I anſwer- 
ec not, but grew ſullen : be ſaid, have you never à tongue; 1 
ſais ves, but not to prate to ſuch deceivers as he was: he 8zked 
me w ther I knew what I ſaid,& who I ſpoke to. With that I fel 
into a Faſſion, &railed againſt him very much, and if God ſhould 
damn me for it, | know not what I then ſaid, my Tongue went 
too faſt, but reaſon was kind and gentle towards me, and let me 
alone till my mad fit was paſt, and I began to return to my for- 
mer thoughts, wiſhing for death, and praiſing the ſtate of the 
dead, how happy were they, and O what a plcaſant thing it was 
to be void of all thought! and care whatſoever, unleſs one could 
be ſo happy to find a God to eaſe and caſt ones cares upon. 

Then Reaſon came to me the ſecond time, and with a kind 
ſalute ard cheer ful countenance, he ſaid, How now my lad, what 
art thou God-fick {ti]l ? but I turned my face aſide, and ſcorned 
bim in my very beart. 

But he was ſo kind, that he took me by the band whether 1 
would or no, and ſaid, what aileſt thou, be free to me tell me thy 
griefe, I am able to ſhew thee a way to eaſe ani help; let it con- 
cern what it will, prethee tell me but what it is thou deſires, if 
I do. not ſhew thee the way to attain it, ſay 1 am a fool;
